After all, it is
proved that Parliament, acting with the
concurrence of the olergy, i3 the real
authority for our forms of worship, and
that it has, in fact, expressly prohibited
ecclesinstical customs which it has mnot
itself expressly approved. If this principle
is a relief to the general publio, it ought, we
think, equally to be a relief to the clargy. The
other principle would have plunged them into
an endlees controversy, and would have been
equally fatal to uniformity and to peace.
